Che King of Birds. 


At this season the ravages caused by 
eagles, where these birds still exist, are 
most acutely felt by farmers, though at 
no time do the latter enjoy immunity. 
A recent account from Sydney, New South 
Wales, describes how wethers suffering 
from pimkeye were occasionally singled 
out and carried off by eagles to their 
eyri¢. and in one case the actual seizure 
of its prey by the winged robber was 
observed. It is curious. that only the 
animals affected by this disense were 
attatked by the eagles. Probably they 
weie less capable of defending themselves 
and avoiding danger from their keen- 
sighted foes. There are Well authenticated 
stories of children having been carried 
off by an eagle, and even sometimes the 
little vietims have been rescued before 
suffering any ill consequences of their en- 
forced flight through the air. Fortunately 
the eagle is not distinguished for much 
courage, and quickly foregoes its prey 
when danger threatens itself,

Alexandra Memorial Sculptor. 


Mr. Alfred Giibert, who is nearing the 
completion of the memorial to Queen 
Alexandra, is now in his seventy-fourth 
year; but, despite his advanced age, his 
energies show little sign of waning. He 
bas bestowed much thought upon the design 
of the memorial, and as in the nature of 
things it will be one of his last works, it 
may also become the one by which he will 
be best remembered. 

Gilbert, in his early days, studied at the 
Ecole des Beaux Arts, in Paris, and also in 
the studio of Sir Edgar Boehm, R.A. He 
also studied sculpture at Rome and 
Florence, and the influence of these art 
centres was later reflected in his “ Mother 
and Child ” and ‘‘ Perseus Arming.’’ He 
was elected an A.R.A. in 1887 and an 
t.A. in 1892, but resigned in 1909. 

Many public statues and other works pay 
tribute to Gilbert’s genius. He designed 
the Queen Victoria statue at Winchester, 
the Duke of Clarence memorial, the Lord 
Reay statue at Bombay, and many busts 
of notabilities like G. F. Watts and Henry 
Tate. But his work best known to the 
Mnglish public is the Shaftesbury 
Memorial Fountain in Piccadilly Circus. 
London, which is typical his great 
decorative qualities. In 1889 he received 
the Grand Prix at the Paris Exhibition

BRIGHT OLD GOLD, 


An architect who was responsible fer a 
big northern housing scheme said that, 
when he advised purchasers to have the 
kitchen-living room painted in bright «id 
gold, they invariably objected. \fter 
they had seen the effect of it they were 
loud in its praise. 

You will not find the colour in the pat 
tern cards of the paint-makers. hey 
show canary and gold, but the dealer :an 
get old gold or will readily help you to 
mix it. The effect of this colour is to give 
an astonishing sense of spaciousness and 
brightness to the room. Casement cur- 
tains to match, or a well-contrasting 
fabric, should be the window treatment. 

Do not crowd the mantel-shelf, if there 
is one. If the clock stands there, let a 
how! or vase on either side suffice. Above 
all, keep canisters, however “ artistic,’’ 
and other impediments of kitchen life, 
eut of sight. There is ample room in the 
cabinet, and it is fair play to the mistress 
and to the family that the kitchen aspect 
of the room shall be hidden when the 
routine work is done. 

A mirror is seldom found in the living 
rooms, but make one an addition this 
summer. Let it be a large mirror with a 
simple frame. A neat. narrow band of 
brown oak is often very fitting. and it 
should be hung where it will vive the best 
reflection of the garden.

DUNKETTLE TEPMORARY BRIDGE.

Since 
that time the old bridge, on one the 
most important and frequented 1 outes 
leading out of the city, has been rey laced 
by a temporary structtire, wide eno zh to 
accommodate only one vehicle.

of the narrow escape of a number of 
passengers in a motor ‘bus which crashed 
into the wooden railings of the temporary 
bridge on Sunday week.

In view of the bottle-neck approaches it 1s 
surprising that accidents are not more fre- 
quent here.

HIGH PRICE OF BREAD. 
It has been stated frequently that the 
cost of living in Cork is higher than in 
any other part of the Free State, and this 
assertion is to some extent borne out by 
the recent findings of the Food Prices 
Commission. The suggestion has now been 
made that a conference of public bodies 
and representative men should be held to 
consider what steps could be taken to 
bring about a reduction in the cost ol 
living in the district, and a resolution 
with that object will be moved at next

At the concluding concert its first full 
season, given at the Theatre Royal, Dublin, 
Saturday. the Dublin Philharmome 
Society's chorus divided labour and credit 
with the orchestra. Both of the choral 
works were the composition of Irish com- 
A symphoric setting ol the '' Stabat 
by the late Sir: Charles Vilhers, 
was given its first Dublin per 

Sir Hamilton Harty’s setting of 
Walt Whitman's poem, ‘The Mystic 
Trumpeter,” the other choral offering, had 
been performed in a pre-war year under the 
composer's direction in the concert hall at 
Woodbrvok. It is dedicated to Sir Stanley 
Cochrane, the owner of Woodbrook. 

The performance of these works on Satur- 
day was under the direction of Mr. J. Turner 
Huggard. The chorus was some 250 strong, 
with tenors, as usual, in rather small pro- 
portion. It is on such occasions that che 
want of a proper concert hall is felt, for there 
is no doubt that this numerically strong 
chorus, including, we may assume, many ine 
voices, was not heard to full advaniaze in 
the theatre. Choral tone could not get for- 
ward from the depth of the stage to the 
auditorium. 

Stanford wrote his “ Stabat Mater ” for the 
Leeds Festival of 1907—that is to say, during 
the period when he was conductor of the 
Festival. He did not transcend in this the 
ordinary run of commissicned festival works. 
He was sufficiently accomplished in that kind 
of writing to know how to keep things going. 
to provide opportunities for the ou quartet 
of festival soloists, and to build up an effec- 
tive ensemble climax at natural periods. 
The cantata comprises a great deal of skilled 
writing, and maintains a respectable level of 
interest, 

A LOCAL QUARTETTE. 

To feel more than that aut it, one was 
not. inspired by Saturday 's performance. | 
felt that it would have been good policy for 
the Society on this occasion to depart from 
its plan of giving seope for local artists, and 
to engage a first-rate quartet of soloists with 
experience of English festival work. The 
members of the quartet on Saturday were 
Madame Lilian Swann, Mrs. Norah Lough, 
Mr. John Gill and Mr. Owen Bryngwn. 
They did well and never were plainly at fault, 
but the design of the cantata pointed all the 
time to need for special brilliance in the 
quartet. 

Also working against a convincing result in 
this symphonic cantata was the discrepancy 
between the important part given in Stanford's 
design to the orchestra (for which he wrote a 
prelude and an mtermezzo, both purely in- 
strumental) and Mr. Huggard’s consciousness 
that he is only secondarily an orchestral con- 
ductor. Thus it was put on the chorus to 
sustain the burden of a work wherein its 
proper function was that of a background. 
For these various reasons the many excellent 
points of detail that occurred during the per- 
formance lost their value.

They looked to the Academy to furnish 
the necessary stimulus. (Applause.) The Pre- 
sident of the Academy, he said, had, with 
characteristic tact and discretion, touched on 
the relations between the State and the arts. 
He suggested that. perhaps, the Hibernian 
Academy deserved more encouragement than 
it had hitherto received. 

‘In reply to that.” he continued, “I can 
only say that the Academy is an 
object of real concern to the Government, and 
that he may rely upon us to endeavour 
to do all that is proper in furtherance of their 
fortunes. (Applause.) At the same time, I 
would remind him that anything savouring 
of State control of art is a dangerous thing; 
as the history of academies in other countries 
has so often proved. Lavish financial assist- 
ance involves, of necessity, close supervision 
by the State, and the danger of consequent 
dependence on the part of the artists. The 
trae painter has always done his best 
work when he has been free from the 
fetters of all kinds. (Hear, hear.) While 
the State should, and does, assume a certain re- 
sponsibility for the well-being of institutions 
such as this: it is to the general public that 
the Irish painter must look for most of the 
rewards and encouragements which are his 
due.” (Hear, hear.) 


THE ACADEMY, 

, The history of the Hibernian Academy, Pre- 
sident Cosgrave continued, was one of which 
they had good reason to be proud. ‘They had 
done more than most other bodies to keep 
alive the flame of art in Ireland, and on the 
list of their members they found many names 
which all good Irishmen should delight to 
honour. (Hear, hear.) 1t would be invidious 
for him to mention the names of any of their 
hving artists, particularly as he himself had 
been made occasionally the subject of their 
art—(laughter)—but he would like to refer to 
one or two great artists of the past, such as 
Walter Osborne and Nathaniel Hone, whose 
pictures might be seen holding their place 
with honour amid the works of the great 
masters of antiquity on the walls of the 
National Gallery. (Applause.) 

Concluding, he said ‘he could not do better 
than close by quoting from the preface of 
the catalogue of the first exhibition which 
was held over 100 years ago. The members 
then stated “much has been said in 
melancholy déspondency of the distresses of 
Ireland: much has been said in dishonest 
spirit of the incapacity of her artists; our 
answer to such criticisms is to invite you to 


on the walls of the Academy.’’ (Applause.) 


THE ARTS OF IRELAND, 
Dermod O’Brien, President of the 
Academy, proposing ' The Aris of Ireland,” 
having spoken with regret of the absence of 
the Governor-General. through illness, said 
the basic purport of all the arts is to awaken 
the imaginative powers and set them working. 
With imaginative work come progress and 
development, whether of an individual or of 
a nation. Fire the imagination and you 
arouse enthusiasm. And this, I take it, is 
the basis of nationality—an enthusiasm fired 
by imagination. it was imaginative 
enthusiasm that led to the embarking of our 
great electrical scheme, for instance, and to 
many educational enterprises undertaken by 
the Government. I am encouraged to believe 
that those who direct the great public 
services of this country share my views when 
I consider what they have already done and 
initiated, and that at a time of unusual 
material address. 

National drama; represented here by Mr. 
Lennox Robinson—(hear, hear)—has been 
essisted by a grant to the Abbey Theatre. 
Military music has been established under a 
well-thought-out scheme. A broadcasting sta- 
tion has n established. Besides these in- 
stitutions, which may be looked on ag per- 
manent, a committee of experts was ap- 
pointed to select designs for our new coin- 
age and another for our new currency and 
legal tender notes.. A committee was ap- 
pointed to” examifie and report on the 
functions arid organisation of our National 
Museum; another to consider the question of 
technical instruction, and yet another to re- 
pert on the teaching of the graphic and 
plastic arts and the art crafts. This seems 
to me to be a fine record. (Hear, r,) 

‘There are, I fear, too many people in this 
country who are inclined to think of life in 
terms oi pounds, shillings and pence, and who 
argue that it is of no use. talking about art 
till everyone is earning high wages. And 
there is a cortain amount of truth in the 
argument that it is very little use taiking 
philososphy or art to a starving man. But 
there is such a thing as menta: starvation ; 
and I thmk it has been shown in other 
countries that it is possible to develop mental 
ant physical qualities side by side, and 
that a cultivated fmagination has done a 
great deal towards -satisfying physical neces- 
sities. Jt is of the utmost importance, in an 
ugricultural country like ours, to raise the 
quality of the desires and to make life worth 
living by educating our people to the appreci- 
ation of literature, the drama, music, the 
graphic and plastic arts, and the beauty of 
crattahabiaie. so that they may realise the 
joy there is in good workmanship, and that. 
their amusements may not be confined to an 
occasional race meeting or hurley match. 


THE TEACHERS OF THE ARTS. 

Not that have anything against race 
meetings or hurley matches, excellent. things 
in their way, but insufficient of themselves 
to satisfy the higher cravings of a man’s 
nature, And there is this also against them, 
that they do not cater for our womankind. 
Women need recreation as much as men do, 
and recreation in its true sense of renewing 
one’s powers, If is of all importance that 
women’s recreation should be of a kind that 
will lead te the beautifying of the home and 
the setting of high ideals before the children. 
And it seems to me that through the country 
there is a growing appreciation of the arts. 
Library schemes have been taken up in one 
county after another in response to a public 
demand. alls have been 
established " produced, and

Even the 
Graphic and Plastic Arts have been 
recognised as an important element in the 
le; for not only has the 
Director of the Aonac Tailteann insisted that 
an exhibition should be organised in connec- 
tion with the Games, but it has been de- 
termined to have an Irish Art Section in the 
Olympiad at Amsterdam. And here it may 
not come amiss if I suggest that a Civil List 
should be established, or some such means of 
providing for the old age of those teachers of 
the Arts who have worked with enthusias 
and imagination, and for very small pecuniary 
remuneration, at. setting a high ideal before 
our people and showing them how they may 
attain to it. {Applause.) 
CHAIRS OF ART. 

But, if we ought to encourage our teachers 
and to set a high ideal before their pupils, 
we also want to appeal to those who 
are in the position of patrons and em- 
aste for Art which we believe to be innate in 
them, but which is not always as apparent as 
we conld wish. To this end I should like to 
see Chairs of Art established in our uni- 
versities and colleges, and, above all, in our 
Divinity schools. (Hear, hear.) To me it is 
deplorable to think that the young clergy 
should be sent to their duties in the country 
with practically no education in the 
Ecclesiastical Arts—(hear, hear)—no knowledge 
to guide them if alterations or additions have 
to be made to their churches, nothing to 
uide them in the choice of schemes for 
ecoration, ong to guide them in the 
acceptance or refusal of gifts from well- 
meaningy but ignorant, donors— , hear, 
and laughter)—nothing to help them to the 
best way of brightening the schools of which 
they may be managers. 

As I have already said, a committee has 
been formed tc inquire into these questions 
of technical instruction and the ing of 
the Arts; and J hope, as the result of their 
labours, that we may see established here a 
college of Art, the diplomas of which will 
rank with those of any other country; and 
that a rehabilitated Hibernian Academy may 
be included as an integral factor in the 
emg scheme of art education. (Hear, 

ear. 


A LESSON FROM PARIS. 

When I wae in Paris last spring, visiting 
a number of technical schools, I was struck 
by the analogy between France and Ireland 
when the inspectors who took me round told 
me that they recognised the impossibility of 
France’s being able to compete with other 
countries in the way of mass production. 
They gave up the attempt, and turned 
their attention instead to the making 
of articles having a high artisic value; 
and in order to achieve this they inaugurated 
a system of education which should ensure 
that all their craftsmen were of a ve high 

o for 


order. This is what we should 
Ireland. (Hear, hear.) 

And what struck me even more than their 
scheme of training, which I could see showed 
admirable results, was that the professors 
and teachers evoked enthusiasm in their 
pupils by appealing to their patriotism. It 
was as though they said: “We give you this 
first-rate education. We tutn you 
artistic craftsmen. We give you every 
facility for bettering your condition. But 
you must make use of all these advantages 
s0 as to do honour to your country, and to 
show that it leads the world in al] matters 
of artistic taste. This also we should do for 
Ireland.” (Applause.) 

Mr. R. C. Ó en, Secretary’ of the Royal 
Hibernian Academy, proposing the toast of 
the guests, said that he remembered the 
Academy for almost fifty years. Great 
changes had taken piace’ since then, and he 
was very glad to see one member present, 
Mr. Bingham McGui (applanse}—who 
used be among those who took part in their 
annual functions in those far-off days. 
(Applause. ) 

OLD MASTERS AND MODERN ART. 

Mr. Thomas Bodkin, D.Litt., Director of 
the National Gallery, proposing the toast of 
the Royal Hibernian Academy, said that for 
over one hundred years they had served the 
cause of art in Ireland in most diffi- 
cult circumstances. Their endowment 
was small; yet during all that time they 
had maintained at their own charges 
a school of art in which members taught 
without any remuneration except gratitude, 
and not much of that. They had had for the 
last twelve years no home to call their own. 
It was not for him, as a civil servant, to 
endorse the suggestion that the State should 
make better provision for them in future: 
but, he invited all of them to resolve that 
they would always take whatever action they 
could to give their Academy the honour and 
service which it so richly deserved at their 
hands. (Applause.) He welcomed that op- 
portunity of emphasising the fact that the 
fundamental objects of the National Gallery 
and the Roval Hibernian Academy were well- 
nigh undistinguishable ere were always 
scme foolish people who attempted to draw a 
dividing line bána old masters and modern 
art—in reality there was no distinetion 
between the two. The aims and ideals which 
actuated the giants oí. the past, such as 
Titian and Michael Angelo, should be, and 
no doubt were, the same aims which actuated 
the members of the Royal Hibernian 
Academy. (Applause.) 

Proceeding, he said that the newsnapers 
during the last few days had referred to a 
proposal at present on foot to 
establish an Academev of Painting 
in Northern Ireland. He did not think 
that the establishment of such an 
Academy would be in the best interests either 
of Northern Ireland or of Ireland as a whole. 
There was nó room in this country for a 
multiplication of such institutions. He had 
many friendly relations with artistic circles 
in Belfast, and what he knew of them en- 
couraged the hope that this project would 
not come to fruition. (Hear, hear.) 

If the Hibernian Academy: had ever 
neglected the interests of Northern artists, 
he would be among the first to advise the 
setting up of the Northern Academy, but the 
resence at that table of Mr. Paul Henry, 
Mr. James Slator, Mr. Humbert Craig, Mr. 
Frank McKelvey, and Mr, William Connor 
was sufficient. refutation of any such sugges- 
tion, (Applause.) Now that Belfast had 
built a magnificent gallery for modern paint- 
ing, he thought. that it might be ssueatile to 
arrange that the Academy should from time 
to time hold exhibitions there of the member’s 
work. (Hear, hear.) 

Referring to the Exhibition, he said that 
he had visited twenty-five annual: Exhibitions 
of the Royal Irish Academy, and the present 
Exhibition seemed to him to give evidence 
of a talent not always found in the past. 
(Applause.)

National Balance-Sheets. 


The Free State's balance-sheet for the 
financial year which ended last Saturday 
ought to be studied carefully by every 
taxpayer. Actual revenue has fallen from 
£25,060,578 in 1926-1927 to £24,123,270, 
but gross receipts have increased from 
£28,672,578 to £33,250,271. To this sum 
must be added £564,591. which was the 
cash balance in the Exchequer on April 
1st, 1927; and thus the final total for the 
year comes to £33,814,862, as compared 
with the of 
£28,905 628. 
aggregate income is due entirely to the 
second National Loan, which, according 
to the to 
£6,889,001. In order to institute a fair 
comparison between the revenue figures

balance-sheet, amounted 


for the last two years, this sum, plus 
£750,000 worth of Free State bills, which 
were issued during the year, must be 
subtracted from 2£33,814,862, leaving a 
net sum of £25,175,861; and £2,500,000 
worth of Free State bills must be sub- 
tracted from the 1927-1928 figures, leaving 
a net sum of £26,405,628. Apart from 
borrowings, therefore, last year’s revenue 
was less than that of the previous year 
by £1,229,767. On the expenditure side 
Central Fund services came to £3,825,363 
and supply. services to £22,255,318. “ Other 
’* swelled these figures to a total 
of £31,437,281, as against the previous 
year's £28,341,037. Here again, however, 
certain adjustments must be made, and it 


issues 


seems that the Free State Government 
faces a new financial year with only 
£2,377,581 in its Exchequer. 

It is probable that, if the Government 
intends to finance new schemes during the 
current year, further borrowing will be 
necessary. On the whole, however, the 
figures for the year are fairly satisfactory, 
although they donot encourage the hope 
that the Minister for Finance will be in a 
position to give the taxpayers much relief 
next month when he opens his Budget. 
Expenditure on supply services has been 
reduced from £23,891,945 to £22,255,318, 
or by about 7 per cent. The cost of the 
Army has fallen by some £334,000, but 
Army pensions have increased by more 
than £66,000, or about 33 per cent. Old 
age pensions have fallen slightly, owing to 
a purely fortuitous circumstance, but they 
will show a heavy increase twelve months 
henee as a result of Mr. Blythe's decision 
to restore the “cut’’ of one shilling a 
Property losses compensation also 
Here 
again, however, no merit can be attributed 
to the Government; for this item of ex- 
penditure is falling naturally year by year 
as the victims of the civil disturbances in 
the Free State are being paid. Apart 
from the Army, no item on the supply 
services list gives evidence of a real effort 
to save the taxpayers’ money. This little 
State cannot afford to pay £22,255,318 for 
its supply services, Indeed, it cannot 
afford to pay £20,000,000, and, until the 
spending departments have been compelled 
to reduce ‘their demands to a figure well 
below that sum, financial stability will 
not be secured.

The 
finances of the three States which compose 
the British Isles, therefore, are in a fairly 
flourishing condition. On paper the Free 
State shows the least satisfactory results, 
but, in fairness to the Saorstdt Govern- 
ment, we must admit that its handicaps 
were the greatest. Rigid economy is 
absolutely essential to the Free State’s 
future welfare. It has not the resources 
of Great Britain or of Northern Ireland, 
and it must shape its finances, not on their 
model, but on the taxable capacity of its 


own people. 


Art in Ireland. 


Art, like law, is silent amid the clash of 
arms. We may accept, therefore, as a 
happy omen the dinner—the first public 
dinner in a life-time of 105 years—with 
which the Royal Hibernian Academy has 
preluded the opening of its annual Exhibi- 
Public dinners betoken cheerfulness 
and confidence. Manifestly the Royal 
Hibernian Academy has high hope that the 
paintet’s art will flourish in the new 
Ireland. We share that hope, but we con- 
gratulate President Cosgrave on his timely 
warning.’ In his speech at the dinner he 
discouraged the idea that the State should 
become a direct financier of the arts. As 
he said, “lavish financial assistance in- 
volves, of necessity, close supervision by 
the State and the danger of consequent 
dependence on the part of the artists.” 
In other countries, during other centuries, 
States have been the direct patrons of art, 
with magnificent results; but then the 
State was a Pope or a King. The direct 
patronage of modern, bureaucracy never 
will produce a Michael Angelo or a 
Velasquez. It embodies itself in civil 
and civil services suppress 
personality, which is the soul of art. We 
agree with Mr. Cosgrave that the real 
painter cannot work in fetters, and must 


tion,

expect his chief rewards and encourage- 
ments from the genera] public. Yet in 
one most important respect the two Irish 
States can be a true Meecenas to Irish art 
and to Irish artists. At present—why 
should we “put a tooth in it? ’’—not one 
in ten thousand of our citizens ever gives 
the shadow of a thought to art. The vast 
majority know nothing about any pictures 
save the moving variety, and never visit 
the National Gallery ; men who cheerfully 
“ put ' five pounds on a horse would re- 
gard the outlay of one pound on a water- 
colour or on a reproduction of an old 
master as criminal extravagance. So the 
Irish artist laudatur (by the newspapers) 
et alget. The artist can flourish only in 
an atmosphere of art; that atmosphere can 
be created, and the State, through its 
enormous control over all the grades of 
public education, can be the creator. If 
good pictures are displayed on the walls of 
all national schools, if some knowledge of 
art and some respect for it are acquired 
by teachers at the training colleges, and 
if this process is maintained and amplified 
in the secondary schools and universities, 
the next generation of Irishmen will be 
picture-lovers and (within their means) 
picture-buyers. In the meanwhile—if 
merely as a temporary ordinance—our 
artists might encourage the public by some 
reduction of the cost of decent pictures. 
We note that of the 342 pictures listed in 
the Royal Hibernian Academy’s Exhibi- 
tion, only 73 are priced at sums which do 
not exceed five guineas. Surely, from the 
artist’s own point of view, the sale of five 
pictures at five pounds apiece would be. a 
more satisfactory thing than the non-sale 
of one twenty-five pound picture. We 
believe, too, that our Irish artists in both 
States will show not only patriotism, but 
common-sense, if they insist upon the 
principle of unity, Mr. Thomas Bodkin 
makes the excellent proposal that the 
Royal Hibernian Academy shall hold some 
of its exhibitions in Belfast. 


La Chasse. 


Before the Great War, no fewer than 
520 packs of hounds were hunting in 
France; to-day there are but some 130 
packs in the field. A writer in The 
Nineteenth Century and After, however, 
says that the measure of recovery since 
the war is more satisfactory than might 
have been expected. During the great 
conflict French hunting ceased completely. 
While the German guns were devastating 
wide tracts of the French countryside, 
the afflicted nation felt so strongly in the 
matter, resenting the cheerful horn and 
the exuberance of the chase, that three 
small packs of harriers and beagles, 
which had been brought over from Eng- 
land for the purpose of relaxation behind 
the lines, “had to be summarily sup- 
pressed.’’ It was small wonder that a 
land thus desolated was slow to 
resume the ways of sport when peace 
came at last. Moreover, the masters 
of French packs in the days before the 
war were mainly landed gentry of pre- 
cisely the same class that suffered so 
heavily in the economic stress after the 
war everywhere, Fewer families, in 
France as in England, can afford now to 
maintain équtpages or uunting establish- 
ments. Since 1920, however, some 
measure of revival has begun. War-time 
destruction of hounds has made it difficult 
to. restore packs, especially of the old 
favourite stocks, without crossing from 
imported animals, From 7,615 couples in 
England in 1913, packs were reduced to 
2,900 couples in 1918. France never, in 
modern times, had the same number of 
hounds, and war-time reduction was far 
more drastic. The gallant effort at 
recovery made since 1920 will command 
the sympathy of every lover. of sport, 
especially since France of old was a pre- 
eminent sporting country, and still retains 


) richly picturesque traditions of the great 
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Science and Votes. 


A candidate at the French general 
election has made a _ revolutionary 
departure in electioneering methods, — He 
is a man of science, and holds that science 
ought to be represented in the national 
assembly on its own merits, and not as 
the appanage of a party policy. This 
candidate does not write letters to the 
newspapers drawing attention to the un- 
scientific language of the Socialists, or to 
the unreasonable slur on the credentials 
of the atomic theory traceable in the 
Premier’s recent speech. He does not 
hold public meetings at the street corners, 
promising to the multitude that, if he 
is returned, the transmutation of metals 
will be put into operation by Act of 
Parliament and every man’s pockets filled 
with gold. Instead, he simply gives public 
lectures on scientific topics, illustrating 
them with appropriate laboratory demon- 
strations, His posters, inviting the 
electors to attend these lectures, where, 
in accordance with Horatian precept, he 
mingles the useful with the pleasant, bear 
such slogans as “Liquid air and its 
wonders,” “The marvels of oxygen,’’ and 
“Why farmers ought to interest them- 
selves in science” We may conjecture 
with assurance that addresses under these 
heads come as a refreshing change from 
old-fashioned speeches on such topics as 
his opponent's appearance, ancestry and 
activities. The method could be extended 
with advantage. If a chemist, seeking 
election, invites men to his laboratory 
and there displays his skill, why should 
not the farmer eandidate invite electors 
to his farm, there to exhibit the straight- 
ness of his furrows and the sound condi- 
tion of his beasts? Why should not the 
business man let his supporters see him 
managing his factory as a revelation of the 
skill with which he hopes to run a 
Government department? Why should 
not the Socialist deputy give a demonstra- 
tion with spade or shovel of his qualifica- 
tions to speak for the labouring classes— 
that is, if he has not long since forgotten 
how to handle such implements? 


STUDENTS’ MUSICAL

CONCERT AT RATHMINES. 


‘The Studeuts’ Musical Union of the Royal 
Irish Academy of Music provided a very 
enjoyable entertainment at the Rathmines 
Town Hall on last.Saturday night. Not a 
seat was vacant in the hall, and all who 
came expressed satisfaction with the pro- 
gramme, In the first portion instrumental 
and vocal items were nicely balanced, and a 
high level of artistic merit was reached. 

There were two piano soloists—Miss Carmel 
Turner, whose playing of ‘‘ Hark, hark, the 
lark ”’ (Schubert - Liszt) and “ Chant 
Polonaise ” (Chopin-Liszt) was delightful ; and 
Miss Rachel Fridjohn, who gave a finished 
rendering of ‘‘Au bord d’une source’’ and 
‘Study in F minor” (Liszt). The “ First 
Movement from the ‘trio in D, op. 70” 
(Beethoven), was played in a manner that 
made a deep impression on the audience by 
Mr. Fred Mav (piano), Mr. Arthur Franks 
(violin), and Miss Myrrah Jephson (’cello). 
Both as a trio and individually these young 
instrumentalists acquitted themselves well. 
The violin playing was notably good. Another 
instrumental item in which excellent team 
work was displayed was Tourina’s ‘‘ Scene 
Andalouse,” for viola, piano and string 
quartet. Miss Dorothy Stokes was the pianist, 
Miss Maude Davin played the. viola, and the 
quartet comprised the,Misses Nancie Lord, 
Alice Brough, May Lord and Chrissie Fagan. 
It was a very creditable performance. Sub- 
sequently Miss Nancie Lord played a couple 
of violin solos with great taste and expres- 
sion. These were Kriesler’s tuneful “ Caprice 
Viennois”’ and ‘* Moto perpetuo “ (Ries). 

An agreeable opening in the vocal part of 

the programme was made by the Misses Hazel 
Attwooll and Mabel Home with three charm- 
ing duets—‘‘ An Irish Slumber Song’’ (New- 
ton), the robust “ Cherry Ripe’’ (Horn), and 
the humorous “ Love was once a little boy ”’ 
(Wade). Miss Kathleen Roddy is a pleasing 
soprano, and she gave an effective rendteig 
of “Open thy blue eyes’’ (Massenet), “ 
Soft. Day” (Stanford), and “A Birthday’”’ 
(Cowen). Although the audience would have 
liked the words in English, they enjoyed Mr. 
Leo Bryl’s dramatic singing of Berodins’s 
“Prince Igor’’ in his native Russian tongue, 
lt was most expressive, and could be followed 
even without a knowledge of the language. 
Mr. Michael Gallaher, in his fine, resonant 
voice, sang of what happened to Hodge 
“ When the King went forth to war” (Koen- 
nemann), ‘‘ D’une Prison ” (Hahn), and the 
gay little “My father had some very fine 
sheep. ' 
Gilbert and Sullivan’s “ Tria} by Jury ”’ 
made up the second part of the programme, 
and from every point of view was well done, 
The principals were word-perfect, sang 
pleasantly and acted naturally, while the 
work of the chorus was distinctly creditable. 
Miss Nancy Reilly as the Plaintiff and Mr. 
Patrick Kirwan as the Defendant were very 
amusing, and Mr. Sealy Jeffares was the 
Learned Judge, Mr. A. Robinson was Counsel 
for the Plaintiff, Mr. Harold Johnston the 
Usher, Mr. Joe Kennedy Foreman of the 
Jury, and Miss Dorothy Griffith First Brides- 
maid. 

The operetta was produced under the direc- 
tion of Mr. George Prescott; Mr. T. H. 
Weaving conducted, and the leader of the 
orchestra was Miss Nancie Lord.

POLITICAL FOES AGREE. 

Strangely enough, agreement between 
Cumann na nGaedheal and Fianna Fail 
on the whole question of the Senate’s con- 
stitution is likely to be more easily 
achieved than agreement between either 
of those parties and Labour or non-party 
Senators. The signs, so far offer a 
reasonable expectation that they will be 
able to secure the presentation of a 
majority report, 

At the moment the Committee is en- 
deavyouring to discover an alternative to 
the system. of popular election or to the 
suggested system of election by either, or 
both, the Dail and the Senate. 


AN ‘ELECTORAL COLLEGE.” 

One proposal, put forward, I am told, 
by Lord Glenavy, is that there should 
be an “ Electoral College,”’ the personnel 
of which would be recruited from the 
Chambers of Commerce, the professions, 
the universities, agricultural and Labour 
organisations. 

The next triennial election to the 
Second Chamber takes place in December 
of this year, when fifteen senators are 
due to retire in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Article 32 of the Constitution. 
This Article requires that one-fourth of 
the members shall be elected every three 
years, the whole area of the Free State 
forming one constituency for the purpose. 


THE ELECTION PANEL. 

Prior to the election a panel is formed 
consisting of three times as many candi- 
dates as there are vacancies, two-thirds 
of the number being nominated by the 
Dail and one-third by the Senate. 
Retiring Senators who wish to scek re- 
election are included in the panel, from 
which the electorate then makes its choice 
for the fifteen vacancies, 

According to Article 30 of the Constitu- 
tion, the Senate must be “composed of 
citizens who shall be proposed on the 
grounds that they have done honour to 
the nation by reason of useful public 
service, or that, because of special qualifi- 
cations or attainments, they represent 
important aspects ot tne nation’s life.”’ 


FRENCH AIRMAN _TO 
VISIT DUBLIN. : 


INTERNATIONAL RACE 
FROM BALDONNEL, 


Jt is not improbable that there will be 
an international trans-Atlant.c race from 
Baldonnel Aeradrom2, County Dublin. It 
is stated that inquiries have been made 
by a well-known French airman regarding 
the possibilities of making a trans-Atlantic 
flight from Baldonnel, and that he will 
arrive there to-morrow. 

The French airman narred is Monsieur 
Droubin, who has his machine ready. 
About three weeks ago he stated that he 
was going to make the attempt. At that 
time the secret of the proposed German 
flight had not leaked out. 

It will be remembered that Monsieur 
Droubin was the pilot selected by Charles 
Levine to make the return flight from 
Paris to America, who refusei to make a 
start until favourable weather conditions 
prevailed. 

Herr Spindler, who, with Captain Kohl, 
flew the monoplane Bremen from Dessau 
to Baldonnel a week ago, left Dublin last 
night en route to Germany. Herr. Klosé, 
the Irish agent of the North German 
Lloyd line, who has been acting as the 
Trish agent for Baron von Huenefeld, left 
for Germany last Friday. 

The Bremen iemained in her hangar 
over the week-end. She has now been at 
Baldonnel ‘Aerodrome a week to-day. The 
German mechanics have concluded their 
work on the machine; all that is neces- 
sary is to refill the tanks, which were 
partially emptied last Friday when the 
aeroplane was ieturned to the hangar. 
This will only take a few hours.

FATHER CHARGED WITH 
MURDER. 


Two children, aged 4 and 1} years, were 
burned to death in a thatched dwelling 
at Coolruss, about three miles from New- 
port, Co. Tipperary, last Thursday night. 
They were the children of Denis Maher, 
a farmer, who has since been arrested and 
charged with murder. 

An inquest on the two children will be 
held at Newport this morning at 10 
o'clock. 

It appears that Maher was at the fair 
in Nenagh on Thursday and returned 
home Jate that night. Some time after- 
wards a fire broke out in his house. His 
wife and two children escaped from the 
burning building, but the two younger 
children perished. 

Members of the Civic Guard from New- 
port, on learning of the fire, hurried to 
the scene, but were unable to save the 
children. Later the two charred bodies 
were found among the débris. 

Maher went to the Civic Guard barrack 
at Newport and reported the matter. He 
was afterwards taken into custody. -Last 
Saturday he was brought before Mr. J. 
Tuohy, Peace Commissioner, and charged 
with the murder of the two children. He 
wa: formally remanded to the next sitting 
of the Newport District Court. 

He is the owner of a farm of twenty 
acres, and is said to be in fairly comfort- 
able circumstances.

IS IT ANOTHER 
“NEWRY” BEAR? 

DOUBTING SERGEANT- 
MAJOR'S CHALLENGE, 

There was a development to-day in the 
week-old hunt near Brighton for Evelyn, 
the bear which is believed to be wandering 
the country there for the past week since 
it disappeared from its owner's place. A 
challenge was issued to the owner of the 
animal by Regimental Sergeant-Major H. 
Sargent, of the 1st Battalion 57th Home 
Cadets Brigade R.A, (T.). 

Sergeant-Major Sargent was in charge of 
a force of about twenty Cadets, which 
yesterday set out in motor car and on foot 
to search for the bear. After hunting in 
the rain for over four and a-half hours, 
followed by hundreds of people in cars and 
on bicycles, with never a sight of Evelyn, 
the troop gave up and returned to 
Brighton. It was then that Sergeant- 
Major Sargent gave out. 

THE CHALLENGE. 

He said: “We have been maneeuvring 
for four and a-half hours on Clayton Hill 
and around Pyecombe, but nothing was 
observed that would give the idea that the 
bear was in the neighbourhood at all. J 
have scoured the district with glasses and 
have not seen a sign of the animal. I am, 
therefore, ready to challenge Mr. Chap- 
man, the owner of Evelyn, that no bear 
has been at large during the past week. 
“T will withdraw the challenge if he 1s 
ready to allow me to inspect minutely the 
cage and the passage through which it 
escaped, I am issuing this challenge for 
the sake of the public, as I want to allay 
their fears.” 

Sergeant-Major Sargent added that he 
had had experience of bear hunting in the 
Indian jungle. 

EVELYN MAY HAVE BEEN STOLEN. 

Referring to Sergeant-Major Sargent’s 
challenge, Mr. W. D. Woods, Secretary to 
Mr. George D. Chapman, the owner of the 
bear, said last night: “I take it that this 
gentleman is ‘inferring that the whole 
thing is merly a ‘stunt’ on our part. You 
may take it from me that there is no 
possible ground for this sugyestion. 
“From my own observation | can say 
that there was a bear in the cage, and 
now there is none.

Turn from space to time. If modern 
theories of stellar origin and development 
are correct, our sun has had a past his-

The idea that the sun’s 
heat will allow the earth tosupport human

leaves us lost in wonder. Are there any 
dreams and hopes of the Kingdom of God 
upon earth that we need dismiss as empty 
fancies? Will humanity continue to 
exist for ages measured by tens of 
millions of years, and all the time grow 
in knowledge and wisdom and spiritual 
grace, or will some failure of vital powers, 
some conquest by a triumphant microbe, 
end the human phase of earth’s history, 
and free the stage for another emergence 
as much higher than ourselves as we are 
higher than the great lizards of the 
Jurassic era? We ask and wonder. 


“ PRODUCED BY CHANCE.” 

Turn to another conclusion of the astro- 
physieist.

GIBRALTAR, Sunday. 

The Union Jack hoisted in the aircraft- 
carrier Eagle yesterday morning was the 
signal that the courtmartial on Com- 
mander H. M. Daniel, of the Royal Oak, 
had begun. ‘The inquiry was held in 
Hangar A of the ship, which made a most 
impressive setting. The Court, the 
members of whi@h, according to custom, 
wore full dress uniform, with cocked hats, 
frock coats, epaulettes, medals and decora- 
tions, sat at the end of the hangar, 
covered in by the upper deck, the other 
end being temporarily roofed with canvas 
awning, which flapped lazily in a slight 
breeze. 

A Marine guard was drawn up on the 
sunlit deck outside, while all day long 
came bugle calls, whistles and distant 
orders from where the fleet was going 
about its business. A few hundred feet 
across the water lay the great ships, the 
Queen Elizabeth, Warspite and Royal Oak 
herself, with the rest of the fleet 
in the background. High over all towered 
the Rock of Gibraltar. 

More than two hundred of Commander 
Daniel’s brother officers were present, but 
there were never, more than a couple ol 
dozen ratings. The tracial moment of the 
whole day was when Captain Measham 
objected to Mr. Kimball's claim to his 
right to cross¢xamine . Rear-Admiral 
Collard on the alleged facts described in 
Cantain Dewar’s letter. 

The Court was cleared while the point 
was discussed.

It required a great 
deal of persuasion to avoid a disgraceful 
fiasco. When the guests were leaving the 
Rear-Admiral said that the bandmaster must 
be sent home without delay, and when 
Captain Dewar protested it was only with 
considerable difficulty that another scene was 
avoided. 

The attack on the -bandmaster not only 
caused great discontent on the Jower deck, 
but also intense disgust and indignation 
amongst the officers, who had taken great 
pams and had organised the dance with 
great difficulty. Next day the bandmaster 
asked to be allowed to resign from the 
Service and sacrifice his pension. While 
Captain Dewar was considering what actien 
to take, the Rear-Admiral referred to the 
complaint by the ehaplain that he had called 
the bandmaster a ——, and denied using the 
word. Investigations on the spot confirmed 
most conclusively the statement. 

Captain Dewar finally decided that, pro- 
viding he could be reassured that there would 
be no recurrence of such incidents, it would 
be in the best interests of the Service to 
avoid scandal concerning the flag officer, and 
he decided to take no immediate action and 
only to raise the matter if, and only if, any 
regrettable occurrence were to take place 


ANOTHER INCIDENT, 


cided to protect the interests of the Rear- 
Admiral, but the best interests of the Service 
must come.irst. He made it clear to Admiral 
Collard that great harm had been done, and 
in future the ship must be his first considera- 
tion. Since then everything had been done 
to re-establish the personal prestige of the 
Admiral, and these efforts met with con- 
siderable snecess until another incident 
occurred on March 5. 

That evening Admiral Collard said that if 
it was too rongh for the barge to come along: 
side he would use the Jacoh’s ladder. Later 
Captain Dewar received a message that the 
Admival wanted him on the quarter deck. He 
found him in a very excited state. Admiral 
Collard immediately commenced to, threaten 
him, and complained that he could not get a 
s‘ngle order obeved in “ this bloody ship— 
no ladder, no nothing, that he was treated 
worse than a midshipman, that he would not 
stay in the ship, and would ask to have his 
flag shifted. 

The trouble was that Admiral Collard 
wanted the port accommodation ladder,. al.

Jacob’s ladder. There would have been no 
trouble, Captain Dewar said, nor delay had 
the ordinary procedure been carried out—+t.e., 
if instead of the Admiral coming up himself 
and giving orders it had been left to the 
ship's officers to do so and report to him 
when ready. 

Captain Dewar regretted that the remarks 
were made in close proximity to various rat- 
ings, some of whom must have heard the 
remarks addressed to Captain Dewar. 

Admiral Collard’s orders were obeyed 
literally, and in spirit on this oceasion, aud 
he demanded that Admiral Collard should 
show any occasion when he had not been 
obeyed. 

The remarks appeared to be made in a fit 
of unceutroiled teniper. No ship was perfect, 
but Captain Dewar and the officers had 
applied themselves for some time past to 
making the ship efficient. His task was not 
made easy by remarks caleulated to hold him 
in contempt of his. sabordmates. 

Admiral Collard has also said to him, “I 
should damn well think so.” 

OFFICERS IGNORED.

sitting out; what about getting them 
partners ?’’ ' 

He said, “It’s all right—it’s early in the 
dance yet. When the dance gets inte swing 
the arrangements for which the Commander 
is responsible will get going.” 

“ About three dances later I found the num- 
ber of ladies sitting out had considerably 
increased. while there was a fairly large 
number of men standing about. I met tha 
Flag Captain again, and ‘said, ‘ Dewar, it is 
r fhan ag these ladies are left, without 
partners.’ The Flag aptain was angry, 
and said. ‘The Commander has the arrange- 
ments in hand, and you must leave it to him’ 

“T said, ‘ Well, you've got to make that 
Commander of yours do his job, and, if you 
don’t, I will.’”’ 

Replying regarding another paragraph. 
‘Admiral Collard said that he had. told the 
Captain he had heard the Commander was a 
ball organiser, but it was as well for him to 
see that his organising abilities were used for 
the good of the service and his ship, rather 
than outside his ship. 

Mr. Kimball, quoting from the letter: 
é“ He (Admiral Collard) then waiked to where 
the band was playing, and, having called the 
bandmaster, proceeded to accuse him in front 
of the whole band, the gist of hie remarks 
being that he had never heard such a bloody 
noise in his life and that the bandmaster 
should be sent home. He also sent for the 
bandmaster, and said: ‘I won't have a 
like that on my ship.’ ” 


“ IMPOSSIBLE TO DANCE.” 

Witness (continuing) — About half-way 
through the evening 1 noticed the band was 
playing most abominably. It was almost 
impossible to dance, and I heard the guests 
complaining all round. I looked across at the 
band, and there saw the bandmaster, ap- 
parently half asleep, not taking the slightest 
interest in the dance, nor trying to put any 
life into the music, and the result was a frost. 
Knowing that the Commander had taken con- 
siderable interest in getting the music, and 
so on, when the music meer I said to 
him: ''I say, Commander, whats happened’ to 
the band? It’s simply impossible to dance 
iw that last tune. Let's go and talk to the 
bandmaster. We went across, and I beckoned 
to the bandmaster to come out to the en- 
closure, to where we stood, so that we could 
talk to him without the men hearing. 

“T said to him, ‘ Bandmaster, what is the 
matter with the music? No one could dance 
to that last tune. I don’t think I have ever 
heard such a bloody awful noise in all my 
life called dance music.

At 9 o'clock Admiral 
Collard went on deck, and walked to the port 
deck, where he found the gangway not ready. 
He sent for the commander and the captain, 
and asked why the ladders were not ready. 
The commander said that he did not know. 
Admiral Coilard said, “I ordered my barge 
by nine, and the ladders to be ready on 
arrival, Nothing has been done, I am sick 
of you as a fiag captain. Either you will 
have to go or I shall have to shift my flag.”’ 

Admirai Collard said that he was angry. 
Captain Dewar started to argue, saying it 
was the Conimander’s job to have the ladder 
ready. Admiral Collard said, “Very well, 
let me have the Commander’s reasons in 
writing why the ladder was not ready.” 

At 9.15 the flag lieutenant reported that 
everything was ready. Admiral Collard went 
on deck, and was met by Captain Dewar, 
who argued with him all the way to the 
gangway. 

In reply to Mr. Kimball, Admiral Collard 
denied that the incident occurred within the 
hearing of anybody but the flag lieutenant. 

Referring to his return to the ship the next 
day, Admiral Collard said that he walked 
up the ladder. About three-quarters of the 
way up he saw his man struggling single- 
handed with his baggage, and noticed that 
the boat rope had not been eased down. 
Seeing no officers in sight at the top of the 
ladder he gave the necessary orders himself. 

He then walked up the ladder, saluted the 
quarter deck as usual, and went to his cabin. 
That was all, 

Re-examining the witness, the prosecutor 
asked why he a decided not to discuss the 
letter with Captain Dewar. 

Admiral Collard replied that if it had 
morely been a letter trom his Flag Captain 
he would certainly have considered talking it 
over, but attached to it was what he con- 
sidered to be such an insubordinate letter 
that He could not discuss it with his lag 
Captain. | 

Prasecutor—What was the attitude of ithe 
officers on board? 

Witness—At the time, very friendly. 

This concluded Admiral Collard’s evidence, 
He was under cross-examination for two hours 
and a quarter. 


VICE-ADMIRAL’S EVIDENCE. 

Vice-Admire!l Kelly, in cross-examination 
by Mr. Kimball, agreed that it was to the 
good of the service that a captain and a 
commander should work in close and con- 
fidential co-operation, and that the captain 
looked to the commander to inform him of 
what was going on 1m the ship. It was the 
duty of the commander to report to the cap- 
tain any event affecting the discipline and 
moral of the ship.

NEW CAPTAIN'S STATEMENT. 

Captain Osborne, who took over the Royal 
Oak on March 11th, deposed that he found 
the state of discipline and moral very high, 
indeed. He said that he had found that, the 
officers were most loyal and the ship’s com- 
pany very keen. He had not noticed any 
sense of discontent. Admiral Collard was not 
on board when he joined. 

Commander Warren, who was also called 
by the Court, said that he joined the Royal 
Oak on March 11th. He found the discipline 
good and the ship’s company happy, and there

“were no signs of discontent. 


SPEECH FOR DEFENCE. 

Mr. Kimball 's speech for the defence con- 
sisted, firstly, of an examination of the 
charges in detail, and, secondly, of an argu- 
ment on the merits of the case, 

At the outset he emphasised the fact that 
the accused had appeared before a court- 
martial at his cwn request, in order. to have 
a chance of clearing his reputation. The first 
and second charges, he said, were the only 
ones existing until 56 hours before, when it 
had been found necessary to postpone the trial 
in order that two fresh charges might be 
added. 

The first and second charges were based on 
the action of the accused in addressing a 
Jetter to his captain in terms alleged to be 
subversive of discipline. How could the letter 
from the Commander to the captain be sub- 
versive of discipline, and of whose discipline ? 

The third and fourth charges related to the 
alleged action of the accused in reading to 
the officers assembled in the wardgoom cer- 
tain remarks and criticisms of "his ‘superior 
officer tending to bring that officerfuto con- 
tempt. fa 

Mr. Kimball said that. he believed that he 
would be able to convince the Court that tho 
third and fourth charges were wholly in- 
effective. He urged, however, that ihe de- 
fence was not hoping to win on a techni- 
cality, which was the last thing they desired. 

Turning to the merits of the case, Mr. 
Kimball submitted that, in stating in the 
letter the effect on discipline of certain 
events, Commander. Danjel was only en- 
deavouring to state a fact. Any complaint 
must involve indirectly criticism of a 
superior. The letter only stated the feeling 
which he believed to exist in the wardroom. 
The defence hoped to establish the truth of 
these facts, and to show that the effect 
on moral of Admiral Collard’s conduct 
was so serious that there was a duty 
on the part of the Commander to take some 
action. 

The defence relied for its case on the duty 
of the commander to keep the captain in- 
formed. A close and confidential relation- 
ship must exist between the captain and the 
commander. Finally, the defence said that 
whether that state of affairs existed or not 
the accused honestly believed that it existed, 
on the best information available. Was a 
man to be punished if he made a complaint 
through the proper channels against his 
superior officers, because he stated facts, 
which he honestly believed to be true, but 
which were not true? Was he to be punished 
because he put on paper what he could have 
said in the captain’s cabin? 


THE WARDROOM MEETING. 

As to the third and fourth charges, it was 
impossible for the accused to do anything 
else. The letter was read in pursuance of 
the order of the Commander-in-Chief to take 
all possible steps to hold available all officers 
whose evidence might be required by the 
court of inquiry. That order was only re- 
ceived, even in verbal form, three-quarters of 
an hour before the court @f inguiry was 
convened.’ The only possible course was to 
assemble all the officers, and they were sum- 
moned in the proper spot, the wardroom, 
with all ratings excluded. . 

Furthermore, the reading of the letter ex 
plained clearly what Commander Daniel 
wanted. which was to get at the truth of the 
matter. “The accused did’ not ask for evi- 
dence for one side or for the other.

With the close of the financial year last 
Saturday night, Mr. Churchill, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, finds himself the 
possessor of a surplus of £4,239,124 as the 
result of the Budget which he introduced 
last April.

Mr. Churchill has been responsible for 
three Budgets, and this is the first occa- 
sion on which his budgeting has produced 
a surplus. Three months ago revenue was 
more than £150,000,000 behind expendi- 
ture. 

Extra revenue was gathered in the year 
just closed by the policy of a judicious 
shaking of the trees, the earlier collection 
of the landlords’ property tax, the raid on 
the Road Fund reserve, the curtailment of 
brewers’ credit, ete. These carefully 
organised windfalls cannot be repeated in 
the coming financial year, and without 
them the Chancellor will be £32,000;000 
poorer. 

The figures do not, therefore, hold out 
great promise of reduced taxation in the 
Budget which .Mr. Churchill will intro- 
duce on April 24. ~ 

RELIEF OF AGRICULTURE. 

The big constructive feature of the 
coming Budget will be a scheme for the 
relief of the burden of rates on agricul- 
tural and industrial producers. Changes 
in the bettirig tax are also anticipated.

LADY HARCOURT. 

Lady Harcourt, widow of Sir William 
Harcourt, who was twice Chancelor of the 
Exchequer, died yesterday morning at the 
house of her son, Mr, Robert Vernon Harcourt, 
Aldford street, Park Lane, London, in her 
eighty-eighth year. She had been in failing 
health for some time. She was Sir Wiliam 
Harcourt’s second wife, and survived him 
twenty-four years, 

Lady Harcourt was the daughter of John 
Lothrop Motley, the historian of the Dutch 
Republics, who at one time was United 
States Minister in London. For nearly 
twenty years after Sir William’s death Lady 
Harcourt lived at their old home, Malwood, 
in the New Forest, but latterly she lived in 
London. She maintained her interest in poli- 
tical affairs, helping her son in election con- 
tests at Hastings and Montrose Burgs. She 
had taken an active part in women’s organi- 
sations, including * hal Mary’s London 
Needlework Guild and the Federation of 
Women’s Institutes. 


THE HON. E. F. 0°CONNOR. 


The death took place on March 30th, at 
his residence, 428 Claremont avenue, Brook- 
lyn, New York, of the Honourable Eugene 
F. O'Connor. Of Irish descent,»Mr. O’Con- 
nor was born in Brooklyn in 1844. At 
seventeen years of age he joined the United 
States Army, and was wounded at Cedar 
Creek, Afterwards he became a lawyer and 
practised in Brooklyn, which he représented 
in the New York State Assembly. In 1888 
he was elected to the Senate. Mr. O’Connor 
was a Republican candidate for Congress in 
1866, but was not elected. He was also a 
candidate for the Secretaryship of State for 
New York State in 1895, and he served with 
the United States Army in the Great War. 


CANON MACKEY. 


Much regret has been caused by the death 
of the Very Rev. ward, Canon Mackey, 
P.P., V.F., which took place at the Parochial 
House, Athy, on Saturday last. Canon 
Mackey was educated,at Kilkenny College and 
the Irish College, Paris.

Even at the entrance of a theatre there is 
something in the sound of voices, in the look 
of excitement or pleasure, and something, 
too.:in the quality of the faces themselves 
which unmistakably marks a theatrical occa- 
sion. If a visitor had come by chance into 
the Arts Theatre yesterday evening, not 
guessing what play was to be given, and not 
having seen Mr. Moore’s name on the bill, 
he would yet have known by the feel of the 
place that this was a night apart, and, look- 
ing about him from his seat at an audience 
overflowing to the gangways, would have 
realised, if he knew his London, that here 
was an assembly such as a theatre nowadays 
seldom attracts, gathered together to do 
hcnour to a great artist. 

Mr. George Moore's Elizabethans were re- 
presented by a company distinguished enongh 
to have made Dorbaae's mouth water. We 
have already written something of this play 
on its publication, telling how Mr. Moore 
has brought to it Queen Elizabeth and 
Bacon, Jonson, and an actor called William 
Shakspere, and has shown how, perhaps, 
Bacon thrust the authorship of the plays on 
to an unwilling and humble man, whose 
name happened to differ from the Baconian 
nom de guerre only by an ‘‘e” and an “‘a.”’ 

To read the play had been charming. Full 
of shrewdly humorous sketches of character, 
decorated with a luminous fancy, enriched 
with a prose which even in its lightest uses 
belongs to Mr. Moore and to none other. 
How would it be in performance? Would 
its delicacy be broken by the roughnesses of 
the theatre ; would its qualities, as the theatre 
says, “ come over ’’?

MANCHESTER MARKETS 
REVIEW.

From Our CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
Business in the provision trade throughout 
the week has been somewhat uneventful, 
and to-day (Friday) the prospects for the 
Grand National appeared to the chief 
topic of conversation. Arrivals of butter, 
bacon, and eggs to Northern ports all showed 
an increase on the previous week. Taken in 
the aggregate, supplies of bacon from all 
sources are plentiful, and the market is 
fairly active. No official change was re- 
corded in Irish or Danish bacon this week- 
end, but Dutch and Swedish were reduced 
by four shillings per cwt. The quantity of 
bacon imported into this country during the 
month of February totalled 38,000 tons, an 
increase of 1,000 tons on the previous month 
and 7,000 tons more than at the correspond- 
ing period of last year. The butter market 
has quietened down somewhat following a 
reduction of four kroner in the Danish offi- 
cial quotation, and spot prices followed to 
the extent of about four shillings for most 
Scandinavians. Some odd lots of Irish 
creamery butter are making their appear- 
ance, but the quantity as yet may be de- 
scribed as almost negligible. Shipments of 
New Zealand butter are expected to be much 
smaller in the near future. Not only is the 
production declining, but New Zealand ship- 
ers are said to be preparing for a demand 
ha Australia prior to the new tariff taking 
effect. The import duty on butter in Aus- 
tralia is now sixpence, but from June Ist 
wil] be advanced to eightpence per Ib. As 
in bacon, official returns show that during 
the month of February 29,000 tons of putter 
were received into this country from all 
sources of production, an increase of 2000 
tons on the month of January and ro less 
than 10,000 more than in February, 1927. He- 
ceipts of cheese were also higher during Feb- 
ruary, the total being 14,000 tons, as com- 
pared with 11,000 tons in the previous, and 
10,000 tons at the corresponding, period of 
last year. The ‘scarcity of home-produced 
cheese is not so pronounced ; production is in- 
creasing, but, as can only be expected, the 
quality of the cheese as yet is somewhat im 
mature, and prices are declining The 
Cheshire Dairy Farmers’ Association, in their 
review of the Cheshire cheese trade during 
1927 state that the advent of grading of that 
commodity had proved a great help to the 
trade in steadying prices, and had always 
secured a ready market at the fair sligntly 
in advance of ungraded lots. Prices during 
the first weeks of 1927 were satisfactory, but 
owing to large imports of Dutch cheese prices 
dropted very early and continued very low 
until September. After September prices

For it allows them 
to let themselves go. 

One could forgive it—almost admire it—on Satur- 
day, considering how much hung upon the issue in 
the match. Of the two teams Antrim had much 
the etiffer passage to reach the final stage, and 
had they been wise—or rather, had it been pos- 
sible—they should have reached Dublin the evening 
before, so as to be fresh for the game on Saturday 
afternoon, As it was they came down that morn- 
ing, and a long railway journey is not an ideal 
preparation for a very serious game, Most of the 
Limerick team, we believe, did arrive the evening 
before, which is the better way, after all, and 
it may be said that, on the whole, their chance was 
moré fancied than that of Antrim.
